He made the ages—the 
Stone Age, the Iron Age, and all 
the rest of the ages. 


, Then we read: Who being the 
brightness of his glory.” That 
word for brightness means efful- 
gence. You do not see the actual 
Sun when you look at it. You 
It would burn your 
You see only the efful- 
gence of the sun. You see the 
rays emanating from the sun. No 
man can see God. But when you 
look at Jesus, He is God toned 
down so men can see Him. He is

Jesus is the express image. of 


God’s person. The word translated 
express image is the word charac- 
ter.

AS a re- 
sult Genesis 6:6 tells us that “it 
repentej the Lord that he had 
made man.” In other words, God 
was saying, ‘I am sorry that I 
ever made man, He is so wicked, 
he is so awful; man is so sinful 
that I am sorry I made him and 
I am going to bring a judgment.’ 
Ang the thing that destroyed the 
civilizaton in that day was not 
the flood, the water; it was the 
sins of the people that destroyed 
the nation in that day. 

Look at Israel Gog blessed 
Tsrael ang Israel rose to be a great 
ang mighty nation. Under David 
the king, Israel became a great 
and mighty military power. Under 
Solomon her borders were enlarg- 
ed. In ease and Juxury and idolatry 
her people wandered*‘away from 
God. Soon the nation of Israel 
Was spiit and in a few years was 
carried into captivity. ‘The judg- 
ment of God fell and Israel was 
scattered. The wages of national 
sin is death!- 

Look ai Babylon, Babylon built 
upon tne left bank of the Eu- 
phrates River, with its great wall 
—so wide that four chariots could 
ride abreast—-extending complete- 
ly around it. Babylon, mighty 
Babylon, fell) because of sin! The 
Media-Persian army changed the 
course of the Euphrates River, 
marched under the wall on the 
Gry river bed and Babylon fell. 
God says, “The wages of sin is 
death.” Babylon was weighed in 
the balances of God Almighty, and 
it did not weigh enough. 

Lok at Rome. .I stood in Rome 
a few days ago. Rome, built upon 
its seven hills! Rome, mighty 
Rome! The great eternal city 
that they said would last a 
milion years! Yet Rome fell in 
410 A.D. without a single battle 
taking flace. The Vandals from 
the north marched into the city 
without a fight because sin had 
done its ‘evil and deadly work, 
had eaten out the heart and core 
of the Roman way of life, before 
the Vandals ever came. 

Gibbons, in his Rise and Fall of 
the Roman Empire, lists five rea- 
sons why Rome fell: first the 
rapid increase of divorce; second- 
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ly, the craze for pleasure; thirdly, 
the building of gigantic arma- 
ments when the real enemy was 
within; fourthly, decadence of 
the people; and fifthly, the decay 
of religion, 

As I look at America I find the 
same five things at work as an 
eating cancer in our Own nation, 
eating out the heart ‘and core of 
the American way of life as we 
have known it in the past. God 
says, “The wages of sin is death.” 
And it is true in America, in 1948, 
as ii was years ago in Rome and

I. The American Crisis 

It has been my privilege to be 
in Europe five times ‘since the 
war. I have toured all of western 
Europe and preached the gospel 
in many countries and in many 
cities, and I have observed many 
things. As I came back the last 
time—just a few weeks ago—l 
came back with a burdened soul. 


the other ‘na- 


! had observed certain things that | me 


I want te share with you tonight. 
Some of the things I say may not 
be fit for publication, but I want 
to share them with you so you 
can see exactly how we stand in 
relationship to the world and with 
God.. At this present moment the 
western world is standing at the 
crossroads. This is a crisis hour. 
Never was the picture darker. 
Never was the need for a divine 
intervention so desperate as it is 
at the present moment. 

1. America Faces A Philosophic 

Crisis, 

First of all, I believe we are 
facing today in the western world 
& philosophic crisis. I, have got- 
ten just a little bit into the edu- 
cational world. I know very lit- 
tle about it—I don’t know any- 
think about educational work, but 
I know people who do and that is 
the reason that at Northwestern 
we are bringing the finest teach- 
ers we know. But in conferences 
in ‘connection with educational 
work I have already found out 
that this is an age of material- 
ism; this is an age of evolution 
and naturalism; this is an age of 
paganism. In our. educational 
systems today we are humanizing 
God and deifying man and out- 
lawing the supernatural. 

A young seminary fellow eame 
vp to me the other ‘day and said, 
“Don’t you think that evolution is 
something of the past?” 


I said, “Brother, how long has 
it been since you were in univer- 
sity ?” 

He said, “Well, I’ve never 
been.” Sue 

I said, “I didn’t think so. Evo- 


lution may not be a hot subject 
now, but the reason it is not a 
hot subject, the reason you do not 
hear much about it ig that it is 
taught now as a fact in most of 
our colleges and universities in 
America.”’ 

If you study geology or any 
other of the sciences you will find 
that the basis for all the false 
teaching today is evolution, which 
denies the existence of God Al- 
mighty. Young people who have 
lost their faith in God are pouring 
out from our colleges and univer- 
sities today by the hundreds and 
thousands. e ; 
2. America Faces a Moral Crisis. 

Second, we are facing a moral 
crisis in America. 'There was a 
time when we held to the Ten 
Commandments as the basis of 
cur moral code, But we have 
been told that there.has come a 
development in morals, that what 
was wrong. yesterday is right to- 
day and that each one may do 
what he thinks is right in his own 
eyes. So we have a behavioristic 
Philosophy. 

A young «university student 
came to me the other day on a 
university campus. He said, “Mr. 
Graham, I enjoyed your message 
.——and I am tired.” 

“What are you tired of?” I 


“I am tired of expressing my- 
self. I am told in the classrooms 
day.in and day out, wéek in and 
week out to express myself, to 
let nothing frustrate me, to hole 
nothing back. I am tired. Do

you know anything worth living 
for or anything worth dying for?” 
That was my opportunity. 

American young people today 
are actually hungry for the thing 
you and I are talking about to- 
night, if we can get it. to them. 
i believe that way down inside 
they are tired of the trash that is 
being thrown to them. They are 
tired of the psychiatry; they are 
tired of the psychology; they are 
tired of the present-day philoso- 
phy; they are tired of the isms; 
they are tired of behaviorism — 
they are tired of expressing them- 
selves. They want something to 
challenge, something to thrill, 
something to die for! 


That is. exactly what Hitler and 
Mussolini did. They got their 
young people to live for some- 
thing and die for something. 
There was a challenge. That is 
the reason communism is going 
across in Europe so well. Com- 
munism demands the last ounce 
of a man. .That is what people 
want. 

And tet me tell you something: 
Jesus Christ can challenge people. 
He says, “Whosoever will come 
after me, let him deny himself, 
and take up his cross, and follow 
’ (Mark 8:34). The demands |¢ 
and stipulations that Jesus Christ 
puts upon the Christian can chal- 
lenge any. young man and thrill 
the heart of any ferson who will 
come to Him. 

But, I say, we are facing a 
moral crisis. Thirty years ago we 
had one divorce to every. thirty 
marriages in America. Do you 
know how many we: had last year? 
We had one divorce to every three 
marriages in America last year. 
Any sociologist will agree with 
mie that the basic unit of any so- 
ciety is the home. When _ the 
hemes of any nation break and go 
down, that nation is on skids and 
on the way down. Right now the 
American home is breaking from 
one end of the. country to the 
other. 

Last week Cliff Barrows and I 
were in Reno and I heard about 
the awful divorce rate they have 


cut there. I thought to myself, O 
God, this godless city—-I - wish 
that someway fire would come 


from Heaven and burn this thing 
up!” Divorce has broken our 
homes across America and is eat- 
ing out the heart and core of the 
American way of life. 

There is also a crime wave that 
Mr. J. Edgar Hoover says has be- 
come a permanent wave. There 
were sixteen million crimes com- 
mitted last year. Seventeen bil- 
lions of dollars were spent on 
crime last year. There has been 
an eight hundred per cent in- 
crease in crime in the last ten 
years. And the greatest number 
of arrests last year were among 
seventeen-year-olds. 

Prostitution is increasing at the 
rate of forty per cent every year 
in America. Drinking among high 
school youth has increased in five 
years to seventy per cent. Sev- 
enty per cent of the young people 
in high schools in America today 
ére drinking intoxicatiag drink. 
Did you know that the liquor in- 
terest had a meeting in Atlantic 
City, New Jersey, this summer 
and set « goal to get every: high 
school young person in America 


wine and whisky? We are going 
to have in the next generation— 
if Christ tarries and if God does 
not intervene—a bunch of pagan, 
drunken sots. God have mercy on 
this generation of today! 

And petty crimes in our high 
schools are increasing at an 
alarming rate. I have been in 
youth work, for five years. . I 
have talked with district attor- 
neys, with lawyers and_ police 
chiefs all over this country.” The 
things that are taking place in 
our high schools today would 
shock you if I were to tell you 
about them. 

I was in Portland, Oregon, some 


ney told us stories ,of sexual or- 
gies that go on jn the high 
schools among the. best families 
in town that would Shock you so 
you could hardly, believe them. It 
is going on in high school after 
high sthol across America. Yet 
‘there are people who say we do 
not need a revival. 

There are at present time 
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750,000 saloosip in America.: “In

time ago and the district attor-: 
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1933 our president told us that the 
old saioon would never return if 
we would just repeal. the 
Eighteenth Amendment. I say 
there are now 750,000 of them. 
And they are brightly lighted. 
Young people are going in and 
taking their whisky and getting 
drunk. Thousands of people are 
dying on our hghways from this 
evil thing. : 

In this last election the forces 
of prohibition lost everywhere be- 
cause this godless, Heli-hbound 
gang in America does not want to 
restrain themselves. They do not 
want God. They want to do ex- 
actly as they please. And the 
whole gang are bound straight 
for the judgment of God unless 
God sends a revival. 

Do you know how much we 
spent last year on gambling? We 
spent four billions of dollars in this 
country Do you know how much 


“Great Britain spent on gambling 


last year? She spent seven 
billions of dollars—nearly double 
what America spent, yet they 
have only one-third the popula- 
tion. 


Dishonesty is everywhere. There 
was a time when a man’s word 
was as good as his bond. But that 
is not true any more. In the 
‘CHICAGO DAILY TRIBUNE the 
other day I saw the story of a 
Ph. D. professor in Wisconsin. 
She was arrested for stealing 
something, and was taken before 
the judge. He remonstrated her 
and gave her a little lecture on 
right and wrong. She said, ‘‘There 
is No such thing as right and 


wrong. Things are either stupid 
or intelligent, I was stupid; I got 
caught.” That is what our young 


people are being taught in some 
of our-classrooms today. 

‘n adcition to these things there 
is social unrest and industrial 
strife or every hand-in America.

Thirdly, there is a_ political 
crisis which we are facing. You 
Can see it in every country in the 
worid—the clash between East 
and West. Did you know that 
nearly one-half of what was Na- 
tionalist China in 1945 is occupied 
by communism right now? And 
did you know that in answer to 


a call for missionaries_ to come |. 


to Japar and China, only 245 


Protestants went while there were | 


over 1,500 Catholics? Did you 
know that three years ago the 
door to China was wide open? 
We did not go in and God is 
closing the door. And the blood 
of those Chinese is going to be on 
our hands. Don’t forget it! 

A political crisis! Col. 
Maxidox, one of the great Chris- 
tiffin statemen in“the nation today, 
is Chief of Chaplains in the Ger- 
man-occupied zone. He _ shook 
hands with us the other day and 
said, “Fellows [and tears came 
in his eyes], “I expect to.see a 
war by Christmas.” That is the 
expectation in all of Germany 
I do not know whether 
it will. be this Christmas or not. 
But I know this: you cannot find 
a person in all of Europe who will 
give you 
They say that war between Amer- 
ica and. the Soviet Union within 
the next five years is inevitable. 
I do not know; God alone knows. 
But one thing I am certain of and 
that is — whether with atomic 
bombs, or with death-ray, or with 
germ bombs — man for the first 
time in the history of the world 
pians to destroy himself. 

A  pclitical crisis! There is 
hatred all over the world, War is 
raging! 

4 America Faces a 
Religious Crisis. 

Fourthly, we are facing a re- 
ligious crisis. And here is where 
I want to say something. ' While 
in Europe I saw three things that 
scared me to death, three things 
that frighteneqd me. I want to 
share them with you. 


The first thing I saw was com- | 


munism. Communism is not only 
a philosophy of life; it is not only 
an economic. interpretation of 
life, Communism 
without God! And it is the most 
fanatical religion in all the world 
today. It is growing by leaps‘and 
bounds. Communists, if they con- 
tinue, soon are going to take over 
China; they are going to rule the 
Far Hast; they are going to rule 
most of Asia; they are going to 
rule Russia; they are going to 
rule most of Europe.

going te be isolated, it seems at 
the present moment, and the rest 
of the world is going communistic, 
And communism hates your Bible, 
hates your God, hates your Christ 
—hates everything we stand for! 

The second thing I saw was in 
North Africa. I saw the Arab 
race united for the first time in 
many ycars, and I saw the flash 
of the sword in Islam. They are 
having daily meetings down there 
and are sending missionaries 
around the world. The Moham- 
medan cult is taking up the sword 
once again, has already leaped 
the Mediterranean Sea and is now 
pushing into southern Europe. 
Mohamimedanism is growing by 
leaps and bounds. There are four 
times more .Mohammedans today , 
in the world than there are 
Protestants. 

I saw something else: Roman 
Catholicism. In April I spent a 
few days in Spain and I saw men 
by the score standing on the street 
corners with machine guns, with 
pistols at their sides. There is no 
‘religious freedom in Spain today. 
Any Protestant who tries to have 
a meeting in Spain today is in 
peril of being stoned, beaten, ar- 
rested, even killed. The Protes- 
tants who are having meetings are 
having to go underground, and it 
is under orders of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

We are facing a religious crisis! 

What are .the Protestants do- 
ing? THE CHRISTIAN HER- 
ALD in September carried an 
article which said that our leading 
senominations in America have 
lost from five to nineteen per cent 
of their youth members. under 
thirty-five years of age in the 
last five years.

Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention, said three weeks ago 
that .-ghty per cent of southerners 
never go to church but once a 
week. If that is true in the South, 
how is it in the North? I tell you, 
ladies and gentlemen, we are in 
desperate need of a revival. If 
God does not send us a revival, 
God help us! Mr. J. Edgar Hoover 
said the other day that all other 
conditions are secondary in im- 
portance to the disastrous decay 
of religion. Over sixty millions of 
our fellow citizens profess no re- 
li Many of them. do not be- 
lieve in God. This, he says, is 
America’s greatest peril. 

I was at the World Council of 
. Churches in Amsterdam. .As I sat 
there I knew that there. was a 
waiting world. I knew, as TIME 
‘magazine said, many people in the 
world expected a Pentecost to take 
place. I sat in a committee meet- 


_° img and listened to what they had 


to say. They could not even agree 
“on the definition of the word 
church. And the great Council of 
Churches offered absolutely no 
hope to a lost.and dying world. 

If. Revival, the Way Out! 

You ask, what is the answer to 
these problems? The world is on 
fire. We have all] these tremendous 
problems: the moral problem, the 
philosophic problems, all the prob- 
lems in politics. Nations seem to 
be heading toward a third world 
way that could destroy mankind. 
The religious problem is one in 
which all these forces are pressing 
in upon Christianity. Did you 
know that in China today there 
are more martyrs for the name of 
Jesus Christ than ever in the 
history of missions? Did you 
know that Bishop Houghton, head 
of the.China Inland Mission, said 
last week in Minneapolis that it 
is expected that one hundred 
thousand Christians will die in 
China for Christ this winter? 
You are sitting here with your 
nice clothes on. You had a good 
meal tonight. We live in lovely 
homes. -We have our own little 
nests and our own little palaces. 
We are having a wonderful time. 
But there are many parts of the 
world tonight where one who 
utters the name of Jesus Christ 
goes to the firing squad, It is 
easy to sing “Oh, how I love 
Jesus!” But suppose you were 
facing a machine gun—would you. 
say it? 

I am one of those people who 
are not pessimistic when they 
look at Christ. But in speaking 
of the circumstances—and that is 
_ the subject of the first part of my 
message—I'’m extremely pessimis- 
tic about one thing: whether the 
freedom that we have known in 
the past will continue. The perse- 
cution of God‘s people is just 
around the corner. One of these 


- days some of us will have to seal). 


_ Our testimony with our blood, 


Northwestern—eleven hundred of 
them—in chapel day after day. 
Many times [ sit there with tears 
in my eyes because I know those 
young people are going with Him 
ail the way, and I say, “O- God, 
many of these young people whom 
I'm looking at will suffer for the 
name of Jesus Christ.”

Brethren, this is a different age.

God has raised up some Jonahs. 
God has raised up some men to 
preach repentance, to preach re- 
vival in city-wide campaigns, and 
hold evangelistic conferences. And 
if America does repent, I believe 
that as Nineveh was spared long 


42g0 When she repented in sack- 


cioth and ashes, God will spare us. 
But if we do not repent, judg- 
ment is coming. If we do not re- 
pent and ju@gment did not come 
it would make God a liar, and that 
is an impossibility. God is a holy 
God. His eyes are too pure to 
look upon that which is evil. 


What is the answer? The an- 
swer is found in II Chronicles, in 
the story of Hezekiah. Ahaz had 
been on the throne for’ sixteen 
years. During those sixteen long 
years he had reigned not one sac- 
rifice was made upon the altar, 
not once was there any thought 
of God. There was nothing but 
idolatry among the 
Baal, the prophets of Baal, and 
the prophets of the groves. There 
was sin and immorality on every 
hand, The Scripture says’ that 
God brought Israel low because 
of Ahaz the king. The judgment 
of God began to fall. Invasions 
began to take place. -All sorts of 
trials and tribulations came upon 
the people. Then Ahaz the king 
died. | 


In some of my revivals I have]. 


found that God had to kill a few 
people before revival came. When 
I took my first church, right out 
here in Western Springs, Illinois, 
some people out there bothered 
me. I prayed, “O Lord, kill 
them.” In every revival I say, 
+“O God, if You have to kill some 
people, do it; but send a revival!” 
I have seen people right in a serv- 
ice drop dead. In Des Moinés.we 
had a man to drop dead. Some- 
times it takes a death to bring 
about a revival. If you are the 
Achan in the camp, God may have 
to kill you before a revival can 
come to your church. God may 
have to get rid of you. God has 
to take drastic means sometimes.

verses Of Matthew ai: 28-30 saieel 
and underscore the personal pro- 
nouns referring to Jesus, “Come 
unto me all ye that labour and 
are heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest. Take my yoke upon 
you, and learn of. me; for I am 
meek and lowly in heart: and ye 
shall find rest unto your souls. 
| For my yoke is easy, and my 
| burden is light.” Seven times in 
three verses the Lord Jesus refers 
to Himself. If you want te be 
saved, come to Jesus. That is all 
it takes to be saved and that is 
all it takes to have peace and 
soul rest. ! 

We talk too much about Chris- 
tianity and not enough about 
Christ. The Scripture says that 
“CHRIST is the end of the law 
for righteousness to every one 
that believeth” (Rom. 10:4). 


When Jesus was telling His sad 
disciples, in the fourteenth chap- 
ter of John, that He was going 


away, He said, “And whither lI 
go ye know, and the Way ye 
know.” But doubting Thomas 


did not understand, did not clear- 
ly know the way. Jesus answered 
back, “I am the way, the truth, 
and the life: no man cometh 
unto the Father, but by ME.” 
Jesus Himself is the Way. 
Our Christian Science friends 
sometimes refer to Jesus as “The 
Way-shower,” but they are mis- 
taken. Jesus is not “The Way- 
shower,’ He Himself is the Way. 


In I John 5:11, 12 we are told, 
“This is the record ,that God hath 
given to us eternal life, and this 
life is in His Son. He that hath 
the Son hath life; and he that 
hath not the Son of God hath 
not life.” What every poor, trou- 
bled heart needs to do is to come 
to Jesus Himself, in person, and 
find peace. Jesus is our Saviour. 
Jesus is our Burden-bearer. Jesus 
is our Elder Brother, our High 
Priest, our’ Intercessor, our Sac- 
rifice, our Atonement, our Advo- 
cate with the Father! Praise the 
Lord that He Himself attends to 
our sins and to our sorrows when 
we bring them to Him jn person. 
He does not appoint a preacher 
ror a church nor even angels in 
Heaven to do this for Him. Jesus 
Himself is the Way; and He com- 
mands and invites every poor, 
heavy-laden, burdened, troubled 
heart, “COME UNTO ME...

Chaplain James A. Bryant was) 
in the Normandy invasion of Eu- 
rope, ministered to the soldiers of 
the Third Army, won the Bronze 
Star, five battle stars and ad- 
vanced to the rank of Lieutenant 
Colonel. As chaplain, he officiated 


at the burial of an average of} 


eighty men a day for three 
months. His rugged integrity, his 
convietions, hig manliness, earned 
the respect. of officers and men 
and God wonderfully blessed his 
ministry. Wherever a small group 
of soldiers could be gathered, he 
preached the gospel to them and 
urged them to accept Christ. He 
preached the gospel in a down- 
pour of rain in a forest, won souls 
in chow line, *working with the 
wounded and in the regular serv- 
ices, . 

With a number of other chap- 
lains working under him, Colonel 
Bryant had to develop Christian 
charity and- brotherliness. And 
wherever he found a-chaplain who 
believed the Bible and preached 
salvation by faith in Christ’s blood, 
his heart was knit to that brother 
chaplain’s. 

Colonel Bryant is no stranger to 
The Sword of the Lord. We sent 
him many thousands of gospel 
booklets for distribution among 
the soldiers in Camp Benning, 
Georgia, I believe Fort Dix, New 
Jersey and elsewhere, and we 
worked together to — the gos- 
pel. | 
Since the war, Brcbiak Bryant 
has been active in promoting re- 
vival work. He helped set up a 
city-wide campaign in Montreal 
and one in Detroit for Dr. Savage 
and Dr. Appelman. He spoke in 
one-night. stands for a good while, 
stirring interest in revival, com- 
mitting people to establish the 
family altar. For the last ten 
months he has been pastor of the 
South McComb Baptist Church in 
McComb,. Mississippi, where his 
labors have been greatly blessed 
in the. reorganization of the 
church, the building of a Sunday 
School building and the addition 
of some sixty new members, be- 
sides a good many saved. 

Chaplain ‘Bryant came to the 
Sword conference on evangelism 
in Chicago, where he rendered val- 
uabie service, speaking in Chicago, 
Wheaton and Gary. After much 
prayer, he has agreed to help set 
up union revival campaigns for me 
anywhere within 350° miles of.his 
home in McComb, Mississippi, He 
will retain his pastorate for the 
present, at least.

We are told that ‘we have not 
an high priest which cannot be 
touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities” (Heb. 4:15). 

I would remind you that Jesus 
went hungry and that when He 
faced Satan in the awful tempta- 
tion in the wilderness Jesus had 
been fasting for forty days ‘and 
felt all the weakness that any 
kungry man ever felt. Jesus was 
termented by .betraying friends, 
hy the dcubts of His own family, 
by the jeers and by unbelief of His 
townspeople in Nazareth where 
He grew up.: Full well Jesus 
knew all the oppression and temp- 
tation and tfouble and labor and 
sorrow that any .poor sinner ever 
felt. Jesus Himself took our place 
on the cross, but oh, friends, do not 
forget that before that He took 
our place as a human being, was 
born from a woman’s womb as 
we were, learned to walk and talk 
@s we did, felt the pangs and sor- 
rows and buffetings of daily life 
as we have all felt them, was 
tempted in all points as we are 
but. without sin. .Jesus had. good 
reason to know the heart of those 
who labor and ,are heavy laden, 
and He loves us all and bids us 
te come to Him for the rest no- 
body else can ‘give! 


Rest! 

On many a coffin where the 
dead lies with folded hands is 
printed these words, “At Rest.” 
That is but an acknowledgment 
that this poor, old, sad, wicked 
world does not give rest. Why 
25,000 suicides a year in Ameri- 
ca? Because people have no rest 
of soul. Why the multiplied 
thousands who go insane every 
year? Why is it that nervous 
prostration has now become so 
common? People - everywhere 
are finding that the things of 
this world. do not give any rest. 

Jesus said, “I will give you rest” 
and then He said, “And ye- shall 
find rest unto your souls.” Our 
forefathers slept on mattresses 
filled with corn shucks, but now 
people seek Beauty-rest mattres- 
ses or Sealy mattresses or Comfy- 
down mattresses or Simmons beds. 
Every furniture store makes much 
ef the finest beds to induce sleep 
and rest. Alas, this poor old world 


tries to fing rest by fixing the 


mattresses instead of fixing the 
tormenting conscience, the unease 
of troubled hearts! But Jesus 
had promised that He will give 
rest, even rest to the soul! 

I talked to a man about his soul 
and he told me he was unsaved. 
I said, “You have no peace in 
your heart, you need Jesus.” He 
said, “Oh yes, I do, I am very 
happy.” But I answered again, 
“No, you do not. I have proof 
that you have no peace. I know 
your .heart is not content.” 
Rather angrily he asked me how 
I knew, and I said, “Because the 
Bible says “There is no peace, saith 
my God, ‘to the wicked’” (Isa. 
57:21). With downcast eyes and 
humble heart then he admitted 
that he was not happy, that his 
heart was not content, that he. 
had no rest of soul. Dear friends, 


you carnot have this rest, this} 


peace unless you fing it in Jesus. 
Saint Augustine ‘said, “Oh Lord, 
our souls are restless until they 
fing their rest in Thee!” Jesus 
has promised soul rest. 
Men think money will give 
satisfaction, but it chains them 
and enslaves them to business and 
to cares of every kind. With 
money comes Tesponsibility, and 


every moneyed man must look. 


with suspicion upon those with 
whom he deals. Most of them 
seek his .money and not him, he 
knows. Money does not give rest. 

Many a man has loved a woman 
and thought that in her ‘love and 
faithfulness he would find all the 
comfort and delight for which his 
heart longed.

And 
that is so of any human being in 
this world—father, mother, son, 
daughter, husband or sweetheart.

“It is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hards of the living’ God,” we 
are told in Hebrews 10:31. Again 
the Scripture says, “Our God is a 
consuming fire” (Heb.

Even~the wicked Judas 
was not afraid to kiss Him on 
the cheek when he betrayed Him! 
Oh; thou meek and lowly Jesus! 
No sinner need ever fear to come 
to Thee! — 


Jesus girded Himself with a 
towel and washed His disciples’ 
feet. Jesus was reviled but He re- 
viled not again. They spat in His 
face, and yet He was like a sheep 
that before her shearers is dumb, 
So He opened not His mouth. 
They had their way with Jesus, 
di@d that scorning, cursing, mock- 
ing, hating crowd when Jesus was 
crucified; and then He said, 
“Father, forgive them; for they 
know not what they do.”

Sinner friend, it is a 
lot better to walk down this aisle 
tonight than to do it. down there 
in the fires of Hell, I would 
rather do it willingly now, when 
it would mean salvation, than to 
do it down in Hell, where it will 
There .isn’t any re- 
cemption in Hell! There isn’t 
any Christ coming to you there. 
There isn’t anygSaviour who can 
reach you then, You are out of 
His reach there. His arms are 
not long enough to save a soul 
there. I would openly confess 
Him now. I would accept Him 
now. 


3. Jesus Was Wonderful in > 
His Marvelous Birth 
and Life 


Jesus is wonderful in His pre- 
incarnate deity and glory and 
heavenly life. Jesus is wonderful 
in His humiliation. Jesus is won- 
derful in His marvelous birth. I 
am glad that Jesus was not born 
as I was bern. A mother takes 
her baby. in her arms and says, 
“My, he’s innocent! My, he’s per- 
fect! My, he’s a little angel!” (I 
am a daddy; I know what I am 
Saying.)° But before he is a 
month old, the mother will find 
out differently. Babies are not 
angels. Not that babe, with its 
selfishness, malice, anger. He is 
born with it. It shows up before 
he can say a word. SELFishness! 
That is sin.- That is the way 
grown-up people are who have 
not been born again. Selfishness 
is at the root of all our hearts, 
and selfishness: is. sin. 

Ina: Chicago station. not long 
ago there were. two tiny tots 
scarcely. able. to talk. Each had 
a little train. There they were, 
fighting over them. Each had one, 
but they had to fight and scrap 
right there. People were laughing 
at that, but it wasn’t a laughing 
matter. That is sin, and it is 
going to dam them if they do 
not get a new nature from Jesus 
Christ. That is why it is written, 
“Ye must be born again.” 

I am so glad there was a child 
born two thousand years ago who 
wasn’t born as we were. I cannot 
die for you, and -you cannot die 
for me. We cannot save each 
other. But, oh, when He came to 
this world, the Angel Gabriel was 
sent from Heaven to the virgin 
and told her, “That holy thing 
which shall be born of thee shall 
be called the Son of God.” And 
she said, ‘How shall this be, see- 
ing I know not a man?” And he 
answered, ‘““Phe Holy Ghost shall 
come upon thee, and the power of 
Highest shall overshadow 
thee.” He will not have an earth- 
ly father. He. will not have that 
old, sinful nature transmitted to 
Him. He will not have Selfish- 
ness and anger. God the Father 
will be His Father. He will be 
begotten of the Holy Ghost in the 
virgin’s womb.. He will come with 
the divine nature instead of the 
human nature and sin. He will 
be born unlike any other. 


Brother, don’t you ever attri- 
bute shame to. the 
Christ. He is absolutely perfect, 
His birth was a holy birth! He 
came into this world like no 
other child. Thereby He was a 
fitting” sacrifice for our sins, be- 
ing absolutely perfect. 


.We read further on in Hebrews 
that He is “holy, harmless, unde- 
filed, separate from sinners, and 
made higher than the heavens.” 
Nobody was ever able to find any 
sin in the Lord Jesus Christ—not 
even His enemies.’ I can worship a 
Man like that! I have never 
known anybody else I could wor- 
ship. But I can worship Him, for 


clean!” 


Lord Jesus. 


He is perfect. Marvelous in His 
birth, His virgin birth. 


And then, Jesus is wonderful in 
His marvelous life. Did anybody 
ever look like Jesus! Into three 
and one-half years there was 
packed the most wondrous’ life 
this world has ever known! 


4. Jesus Was Wonderful in 
His Marvelous Teaching 

Then He was wonderful in,His 
marvelous teaching. No one ever 
talked as the Lord Jesus talked.

Jesus. I have bent over Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John and read 
the statements of Jesus, and I 
Say, “Never man spake like this 
man.”

study some of the best volumes 
by the most spiritual men and 
the greatest intellects the world 


has ever known, but there isn’t a 


line on any book that is com- 
parable to the words of the Lord 


Jesus! “Never man spake like 
this man.” Oh, you listen to what 
He says. 


Daniel Webster, one of the 
greatest minds America ever had, 
read the Sermon on the Mount and 
said,.“I know men, and it wasn’t 
a man who spoke those words. He 
was more than man.” And I, too, 
tell you, He is more than man. 


5. Jesus Was Wonderful in 
His Healing 

Jesus was wonderful in His 
healing. Oh, His sympathy for 
human sufferers! His sympathy 
and His love! Have you ever 
suffered? I am around it all the 
time. I have been around tragedy 
all my life. Whatever I might 
say tonight that will be a blessing 
to any heart I owe to the tragedy 
and suffering which I contact.

Jesus knew 
the hungry cry of that man’s 
heart, and He not only cleansed 
him, but He reached out and 
toucheq him.

“Young man... arise,” and he 
arose. Jesus restored him to his 
precious mother. Jesus stood at 
the tomb of Lazarus, who had 
been dead four days and He cried

I can walk straight through 
that gate of Heaven tonight, look 
the angels in the face; yea, walk 
by the angels and the archangels 
and right up to the throne room 
of the holy of holies, and look 
God in the face without a single 
tremor of fear, for on Calvary’s 
cross He made me as clean as an 
angel, in His own precious blood.

I then 
told her that the precious blood 
of Jesus could wash her clean, 
could put away her sin and give 
her brand-new life, a brand-new 
‘start, a brand-new page all over 
again. I have at home her letter, 
wnich I treasure to this hour. She 
wrote: “Preacher, He saved me!

HOW I USE MY BIBLE — 


By George Mueller 


It has pleased the Lord to teach 
me a truth, the benefit of which I 
have not lost for more than four- 
teen years. The point is this: I 
saw more clearly than ‘ever that 
the first great. and: primary busi- 
ness to which” 'h ought to. attend 
every day, was, to have; my. soul 
happy in the Lord. The first thing 
to be concerned about was not how 
much I might serve the Lord; but 
how I might get my soul in a hap- 
py state, and how my inner man 
might be nourished. For I might 
seek to set the truth before, the 
unconverted. I might seek to 


benefit believers, I might seek to 


relieve the distressed, I might in 
other ways seek to behave myself 
as it becomes a child of God in 
this world, and yet, not being 
nourished and strengthened in my 
inner man day by day, all this 
might not be attended to in the 
right spirit. 

Before this time my _ practice 
had been, at least for ten years 
previously, as a habitual thing, to 
give myself to prayer after having 
dressed myself in the morning. 
Now I saw that the most impor- 
tant thing I had to do was to give 
myself to the reading of the Word 
of God, and to mediate on it, that 
thus my heart might be comfort- 


ed, encouraged, warmed, reproved, 


instructed; and that thus, by 
means of the Word of God, whilst 
mediating on it, my heart might 
be brought into experimental com- 
munion with the Lord, 

I began therefore to mediate on 
the New Testament from the be- 
ginning, early in the morning. The 
first thing I did, after having ask- 
ed in a few words the Lord’s bless- 
ing upon His precious Word, was 
to begin to mediate on the Word 
of God, searching as it were into 
every verse to get a blessing out 
of it; not for the sake of preach- 
ing on what I had mediated upon, 
but for obtaining food for my own 
soul. 

The result I have found to be al- 
most invariably this, that after a 
very few minutes my soul has been 
led to confession, or to thanksgiv- 


ing, or to intercession, or to suppli-

the object of my mediation. 


|. The difference, then, between my 
‘former practice and my present 
‘one is this. Formerly when I rose, 
I-began.to pray as-soon as pow 
sible, and. generally. spent all my 
time till breakfast. in prayer, or 
almost all the time: At all events 
I almost invariably, began with 
prayer, except when I felt my soul 
to be-more than*usually barren, 
in which case I read the Word of 
God for food, or for refreshment, 
or for a revival and renewal of 
my inner man, before I gave my- 
self to prayer. But what was the 
result? I often spent a quarter 
of an hour on my knees before be- 
Ing conscious of myself of having 
derived comfort, encouragement, 
humbling of soul, etc.; and often, 
after having suffered much from 
wandering of mind for the first 
ten minutes, or a quarter of an 
hour, or even half an hour, I only 
then began really to pray. 

I scarcely ever suffer now im 
this way. For my heart being 
nourished by the truth, being 
brought into experimental fellow- 
ship with God, I speak to my 
Father and to my Friend (vile 
though I am, and unworthy of it) 
about the things that He hag 
brought before me in His precious 
Word. It often now astonishes 
me that I did not sooner see _—
